U.S. -Cuban Relations 

The break in diplomatic relations between th8 United States and Cuba is the 
dominant topic . 

THE T IME S (independent) says that the American Government has been extremely 

patient under constant Cuban goading. Now the breaking point has come, and it is a 

break that appears to have been deliberately forced by the Cubans. To demand that 

the American Embassy staff in Havana should immediately be reduced to eleven wa3 

ridiculous — no need to add discourteous. THE TIMES goes on: 

"As the next step in their revolutionary program the doctrinaire 
extremists surrounding Dr. Castro may have their eyes on the 
American naval base at Guantanamo Bay* America's title to the 
base is impeccable and has in fact not been challenged. But if 
America and Cuba are not even in diplomatic relations with each 
other, it might be easier to argue that the base was in fact 
evidence of forcible alien occupation. This at least is how it 
would be presented to the public of other Latin American countries, 
who are the real audience before whom the Cuban leaders always 
perform. " 

The DAILY MAIL (Conservative) thinks the fact that Washington has broken with 
the Castro government is not surprising. The paper says in view of the bitter 
provocations offered by the Cuban dictator, the wonder is that it was not done Ion, 
ago. In any case, the Cuban crisis violates the fundamental principle of United 
States foreign policy, which is to protect all the Americas from interference by 
outside powers. This was laid down by the Monroe Doctrine in 1823» arid it is as 
vital today as ever it was. The DAILY MAIL adds: 

"Washington believes — and with good reason — that international 
Communism is trying through Castro to obtain a foothold in Cuba as a 
springboard to the entire continent. Castro has often proclaim^ 
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and Ms island ^ full of technicians from belling je Iron Curtain. 

Khrushchev says raat suggestions that Russia wants^to establish missile 
bases in Cuba are a base slander. But what is not a slander is his 
statement last summer that Soviet artillerymen can support the Cuban 
people with their rocket fire if aggressive forces in the Pentagon dare » 
to intervene in Cuba. Small wonder that the entire United States is 
looking at Cuba with a wary — but also a very determined — eye. The 
American people are not likely to bo moved by wild threats. Nor will 
they relinquish their Cuban naval base at Guantanamo Bay. If they did, 
they could say good-by to the Monroe Doctrine, and also to the security 
of the Americas." 

THE DAILY TELEGRAPH (Conservative) feels that Dr. Castro forced President Eisenhower 
to take the initiative in breaking off relations with Cuba, and wonders why the Cuban 
leader did so now. It says it may be of course that the Cuban dictator merely wanted a 
resounding opening for his latest indictment of the "American aggressors" before the 
United Nations. Or there may be no rational purpose behind it at all. THE DAILY TELE— ' * 
GRAPH continues s 

"There is also the possibility that the Communists have found another 
opportunity to make mischief. Mr. Khrushchev's eagerness to assure the 
world that Cuba has powerful friends may support this theory. He cannot 
seriously believe that the dying American Administration is about to 
sally forth from its last ditch and storm the island. He is much more 
likely to be exploiting, on the eve of a friendly approach to the aew 
President, the now familiar, smile and snarl technique, which has caused 
confusion in the West before. Maybe Laos and Cuba are part of the same 
treatment. In the circumstances America was probably right to break off 
relations. As the President said* Cuba's attitude to the United States has j 

been more than self-respect can endure. There was little material • __ j 

advantage to be gained from maintaining the Embassy in Havana. Those who .• j 

will suffer most from its withdrawal will be' the Cubans themselves, who j j 

have been clamoring for American visas. In any case, this is America' & } j 

business — a sentiment which Russia should take to heart. Those whp * ^ 

complain most about people playing with fire are least impressive when they ! 
are shoveling on the coals." j 

THE GUARDIAN (Liberal) says that however understandable it may have been, President ! 
Eisenhower's action in breaking off diplomatic relations with Cuba was precipitate and j 
unwise. His party and his own chosen successor have just been repudiated by the American j 
people, and in little more than two weeks he will leave the White House. The world is. j 
bound to ask whether he could have not left his successor free to deal with the Cuban j 
situation as he might see fit. In Laos, President Eisenhower could at least argue that j 
the situation is so urgent that immediate action is essential. No such justification canj 
apply to Cuba, says the paper. In these circumstances, enemies of the United States can | 

* .«* j 

argue that President Eisenhower acted as he did because he wanted to commit Mr". Kennedy 
in advance, and even America's friends may believe them. THE GUARDIAN declares* 

"The United States has of course been sorely provoked. But the reaction 
of the Cuban press to the rupture of diplomatic relations suggests that 

(more) 
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President Eisenho^l* has dene just ’»vhat Dr. Castro is£nts him to do. 

If so, this is not surprising. Anti-Americanism -is one of Dr. Castro's 
best weapons. Anything that intensifies the anti-American feelings of the 
Cuban mob, anything that justifies the anti-American tirades of the Cuban 
l Government helps to keep Dr. Castro in power. It also helps to make Cuba 

even more dependent on the Soviet Union than she is already." 

The DAILY HERALD (Labor) also feel3 that President Eisenhower's move was precipitate. 
The paper refers to the crisis over Laos and says that although the evidence from Laos is 
not altogether cl^ar, there was probably the need for action of some kind. Whether the 

/ 

’ ^President has handled it as wisely as he might is another matter. But it is difficult to 
understand why it was necessary to move so quickly in the case of Cuba. The situation, 
sajr®?the paper, seems to be one which could surely have been left to. simmer until 

• Mr' Kennedy took over. The DAILY HERALD writes: 

. "It is perhaps not surprising that President Eisenhower should have been 
exasperated by Castro's revolution and its consequences to American 
business, but exasperation, like anger, is a bad counsellor. If the 
Americans fear that Cuba might become an advance base for Russia off their 
coast, how does their latest action help to prevent that? It is more 
likely to confirm Castro in his view that he is right to snap his fingers 
v at America. The greatest hope in all this must be th§ new men who will be 
^ in control of American policies in a fortnight's time. Nobody will want 
'tljpim to be soft on Communism — and there is no likelihood that they will 
W — but there is every hope that they will approach the problems of the 
world with a greater realism and a greater insight."

Reference Director’s memorandum 1/9/61 concerning Director's 
discussion with Robert Kennedy. Director instructed that memorandum 
be prepared concerning Cuban situation which can be furnished to 
Robert Kennedy and Dean Rusk. 

In line with Director's instructions, we are preparing a 
summary memorandum on Cuban picture with emphasis on the following 
points: 

(1) Background of Castro movement and the principal 
organizers prior to downfall of Batista. This will include pertinent 
data which was available concerning Fidel Castro himself and his 
chief lieutenants (such as Raul Castro and "Che” Guevara) prior to 
1959 as well as information developed by Bureau concerning 
Castro's July 26 Movement in U. S. 

(2) Comments of former U. S. Ambassadors to Cuba, Earle 
Smith and Arthur Gardner. This will deal with analysis of Smith and 
Gardner as to U. S. failure to properly assess strength and nature of 
Castro movement. 


(3) Information developed during early months of Castro 
regime indicating its procommunist anti-American character. This x>tv_ 
will include data concerning communist infiltration of Castro 
government, recognition and encouragement of Communist Parly by Castro, 
and Cuban efforts to export revolution to other Latin- American 
countries. This section will deal primarily with period to late 1959 

or early 1960 when U. S. finally began to adopt firm anti T Castro policy. 
Comments will also be included as to favorable publicity in U. S. 
gained by Castrc^a^outse^o^h^ regim^throug^wri tings of such /

(4) Comments regarding Cuban refugee problem, outlining 
developments to date and noting security threat posed by this situation 
as well as likelihood of increased criminal activity in Florida.

Memorandum being prepared will stress those factors in 
Castro movement which were indicative of its procommunist or 
anti-American bias from its inception and throughout its early days 
in power. No effort will be made to detail political, economic 
and social conditions under Castro as such (except in so far as they 
reveal subversive trends or influences) . Moreover, memorandum will 
not deal specifically with U. S. policy decisions towards Cuba or 
Castro, except as commented on by former Ambassadors Smith and Gardner. 
No mention is being made of the Director’s briefing of Secretary of 
State Herter in January, 1959.

P ointed out that this Bureau had previously furnished the 
tate Department with nearly 1,500 pages of intelligence 
data relating to the July 26 Movement, its members and its 
activities. Mr. Herter was highly impressed with the 
information which had been developed by the FBI. However, 
he indicated that this information, although it had been 
received and reviewed by the lower echelons at the State 
Department, had apparently not been properly evaluated and, 
in fact, had not previously been brought to his attention. 
Mr. Herter commented on the value of this briefing during 
which the Director of the FBI called his attention to the 
communist leanings of the Castro movement. 

The purpose of this memorandum is to provide a 
succinct outline of pertinent information available relating 
to the emergence of the Castro regime. The following points 
are being emphasized: 

(1) Background of Castro movement and its 
principal organizers, including pertinent information which 
was available regarding Fidel Castro and his associates 
prior to 1959; 

(2) Summary of testimony of former U. S. 
Ambassadors to Cuba, Bari Smith and Arthur Gardner, both 
of whom attributed the rise of Castro in part to errors in 
U. S. policy; 

(d) Summary of pertinent information developed 
during early months of Castro regime indicating its 
procommunist and anti-American character; 

(4) Comments concerning the Cuban refugee problem 
in the United States. 

No effort is being made in this memorandum to 
consider the various economic or social factors which have 
contributed to the upheaval in Cuba. It is not intended to 
discount or minimize such factors. The fact remains, 
however, that the serious threat to U. S. security which 
has developed in Cuba calls for a critical appraisal of 
what transpired with emphasis on the security aspects of the 
situation.

On May 5. 195b, "ABC," a Span ish newspaper, reported 
an interview with (■■■■■■■■I a former official of 
the Cuban limn iiimiinl Mini Castro was a communist 

and that Castro wanted to assume direction of the Cuban Govern- 
ment so that the country would be plunged into anarchy. 

A State Department report dated January 5, 1959, set 
forth available background on Castro. According to this report, 
allegations as to Castro's procommuaist sympathies had been 
received from official Cuban sources. Attention was called to 
statements made by Castro which indicated his hostility to 
existing American investments in Cuba and his criticism of 
support allegedly given to the Batista regime by the United 
States as well as to data received concerning Castro's 
activities during his student days. 


In the latter connection, Castro reportedly 
joined the Union Insurrecional Revolucionaria. a terrorist 
organization, while studying law at Havana University. 
During his association with this organization, he was 
reportedly arrested on several occasions in connection 
with political murders perpetrated by the group and it 
was rumored that he had been personally involved. Castro 
was designated by the Federacion Estudiantii Universitaria, 
a student organization, to attend a communist- inspired 
student congress in Bogota, Colombia, in April, 1948. 




Upon Castro's return to Havana, he was accused of having 
participated in the bloody and violent riots which broke 
out in Bogota at that time and of having associated with 
communist student groups. Castro allegedly claimed that 
he attended the congress merely as an observer and took 
no part in the violence. 


B. Raul Castro 


Raul Castro, the younger brother of Fidel Castro, 
was born on June 3, 1931, in Oriente Province, Cuba. He is 
one of the twelve survivors of the original expedition 
which invaded Cuba from Mexico on December 2, 1956, and 
he actively participated in the hostilities as a commander 
in the July 26 Movement forces which overthrew Batista. 

Raul Castro has generally been regarded as a principal 
exponent of anti-American and pro-Marxist policies in the 
new Cuban Government. This is not surprising in view of 
his history even prior to 1959. 



taul Castro and two Guatemalans had been detained by 

Cuban Customs representatives in Havana on Tune 7, 1953, 
for having a considerable amount of communist propaganda 
material in their possession. Reportedly, this material 
had been acquired in various Iron Curtain countries and 
Castro Mid his companions had been delegates to the 
International Conference of the Rights of Youth held in 
Vienna, Austria, in March, 1953, Raul Castro was carrying 
a four-page article entitled ”La Educacion en Cuba,” 
which he had written and which he had presented at the 
Conference. Ta*s item, as well as a questionnaire con- 
cerning various educational, political and labor topics 
dealing with Cuba, and a Russian primer, were taken from 
him by Cuban authorities; Raul Castro denied the charges 
leveled against him and stated that he would clarify and 
elaborate on his statement in court. However, the 
charges against him were apparently dropped and no 
further information is available regard ing this matter.

In December. 1958, a source who bad recently 
returned fro* a visit to Castro’s headquarters in the Sierra 
Maestra Mountains, advised that he had been shown a docu- 
ment entitled "Call to World Youth." The source was told 
that the document bad been written by Raul Castro. After 
reading it, he advised that he was completely disgusted 
with what he had read and pointed out that it was the 
strongest communist document he had ever read. 

C. PrawtR .QMfcvara $« na 

Ernesto Guevara Serna, commonly referred to as 
"Cfife," was born on June 6, 1928, in Argentina. He 
studied medicine at the University of Buenos Aires but 
left Argentina in 1953 rather than perform his compulsory 
military training. Guevara was in Guatemala during 
the last days of the communist- infiltrated regime of 
Jacob© Arbenz. After the fall of Arbenz, Guevara went 
to Mexico where he joined the July 26 Movement. Like 
Raul Castro, he is one of the survivors of the original 
expedition which landed in Cuba on December 2, 1956. 

Guevara played a key role in Castro's military campaign 
Mid has prominently figured in the plans of the new 
government. He is presently Head of the Cuban National 
Bank has made several trips behind the Iron Curtain 
in this capacity. 

in August, 1952 , our Embassy in Venezuela 
issued a transit visa to Guevara which permitted him to 
remain in Miami, Florida, for a few days. Subsequent 
to the issuance of the visa, Guevara was reported to 
have admitted that he was a former communist and had 
received aid for his trip from communists in Peru and 
Colombia. He denied that he was still a communist and 
he described himself as a "leftist."

On May 13, 1958, a source who had visited 
Fidel Castro 1 s headquarters in Cuba advised that 
although Guevara denied he was a communist, he gave 
every indication in his conversation of being a Marxist 
or at least a "fellow traveler." The source further 
advised that nuaerous coaraunist allegations leveled 
against Guevara prompted a leader of Hie July 26 
Movement in Santiago, Cuba, to send a letter to Guevara 
asking him to sake a formal anticommunist statement. 
Guevara reportedly refused.

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In addition to Raul Castro and Guevara, 
several other individuals closely aligned with Fidel 
Castro and his July 26 Movement were known to have 
similar p roc omasum st sympathies. Among these were 
Major Camilo Cienfuegos, who served as Castro’s Chief of 
Staff and who had been reported as a Coaraunist Party 



agitator in Cuba; General Alberto Bayo, who trained Castro' 
invasion forces in Mexico and who was a former Lieutenant 
Colonel in the Spanish Republican Army; .and Baudilio

The July 26 Movement was established for the 
specific purpose of assisting Castro in bis plans to -oust 
Batista. Our investigations' showed that many of its 
adherents willingly contributed their meager finances for 
the Castro cause often at great personal sacrifice. The 
July 26 members engaged in anas smuggling at great personal 
risk with apparent disregard for the consequences of 
detection, "it is noted that the illegal smuggling of arms 
is a violation within the jurisdiction of the Bureau of 
Customs but that incidental to our investigation of the 
July 26 Movement, we often received data on such activity 
which was referred to Customs. We found -hat after 
being arrested in one part of the country for a Customs 
violation, the same individual would often turn up in 
another p art of the country engaged in similar activities 
despite the fact that he was oh probation and well aware 
of the consequences of his acts. 


,„ v fanaticism with which some of the July 26 
members were imbued can perhaps best be shown by the fact 
that one Castro supporter ooeniy threatened to shoot any 

source of funds, anas and ammunition. 
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III. TESTIMONY OF FOXIER UNITED STATES AMBASSADORS TO CUBA 

During August. 1960, the Senate Internal Security 
Subcooffii ttee heard testimony fron two former United States 
Ambassadors to Cuba. Results of these hearings were pub- 
lished under the title "Communist Threat to the United States 
Through the Caribbean." 

a. M mmJ tea&ms&az. Hastes 


Arthur Gardner, who served as oar Ambassador in 
Havana from 1953 to 1957, expressed the conviction that the 
State Department had been anxious to replace Batista with 
Castro and had ia effect "pulled the rug" fron under Batista. 
He attributed the latter* s downfall primarily bo the U. S. 
decision {in March, 1958) to cut off military assistance to 
Cuba coupled with our laxity In stopping the snuggling of 
anus to Castro's rebel forces fron Castro supporters in the 
United States. 

Mr. Gardner asserted tint he had doubts about 
Castro from early in the latter's revolutionary career, 
based oa Castro's threats to seize U. S. industries in Cuba. 
Gardner said he had advised State Department leaders that in 
his opinion Castro talked and acted like a communist and 
should not be sup ported, bat that he was largely ignored. 

He indicated that VHHHHHHHHI and were 

among State Department officials who had encouraged policies 
favorable to Castro and he expressed the belief that the 
State Departm ent h ad be en strongly influenced in this regard 
by CHBBHHiiHBHH Of "The new York Times." 

Gardner said that (■■HH stories, based on his 
interviews with Fidel Castro during early 1957, had created 
a "Robin Hood" image of Castro in the American press and had 
helped to shift U. S. public opinion against Batista and ia 
favor of the rebels. Gardner characterized Castro as a tool 
of the conaoffiists rather than as an actual communist himself, 
but pointed out that this distinction made no difference inso- 
far as U. S. security was concerned.

Earl E. T. Smith, who was our Ambassador from May, 
1957, to January, 1959, supported Gardner on a number of points 
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He testified that the U, S. decision to halt nilitary 
shipments to Batista, coupled with our failure to 
stop aras snuggling to the Castro forces, was a key 
factor in bringing about the overthrow of Batista. 

Smith also declared that {■■■■■■■■■ had played 
an important role in influencing U, 5. opinion, both 
official and unofficial, in favor of Castro. 

According to Smith, articles had 

portrayed Castro as a hero and thereby enabled him to 
gain both followers and funds in the United States. 

Smith consented that although Castro's speeches as a 
student loader and his sta tenants while in exile 
clearly i ndicated a Marxist tread in his political 
thinking, ■■■■■I stories gave the iapressioa that 
Castro represented d emocracy# As an exaaple of the 
influence exerted by fHHMi on the State Department, 

Smith recalled that when he was appo inted Amb assador in 
May, 1957, he had been instructed bgr|HHto arrange for 
aJbriefing on the Cubnn picture fron ■■■■. The 
laitter spent some two sad a half hours eulogizing 
Castro and condemning Batista. 

Smith testified that, oa State Department 
instructions, he had contacted Batista oa December 17, 

1958, (two weeks prior to his flight into exile) and 
told the latter tnat the Doited States no longer had 
confidence in his ability to maintain control, at the 
sane tine suggesting that Batista's retirenent would 
serve to avoid further bloodshed. 


According to Saith, although State Department 
officials were generally agreed oa the desirability of 
Batista's withdrawal, there was a definite division of 
opinion as to the merits of Castro, He indicated that 
top-ranking State Department officials did not regard 
Castro favorably, but that the lower echelons at State 
were sympathetic to Castro mad that the latter view had 
prevailed. Saith said that he himself had been strongly 
opposed to Castro. In this regard to claimed that from 
as early as 1957 it had been obvious that the success of 
Castro would not to in the best interests of the 
United States in view of Castro's revolutionary background 
and his pronounced Marxist leanings. 

Saith was critical of our "very hasty" recognition 
of Castro in January, 1959, asserting that the United States 

V- SEyfcrr 
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should have withheld such recognition until Castro had 
given evidence that his regime would ho norits i n ter- 
national obligations. Smith identified ■■■■as a 
leading pro-Castro figure at State Department head- 
quarters and claimed t hat ■■■■ had exerted strong 
influence on 0m in this regard. 

Mr, Smith testified at sone length as to what 
transpired in Cuba, the mistakes which were male by U. S, 
agencies, and the pro-Castro influence exerted by U, S. 
Government personnel. This summary by no means covers 
the full scope of his testimony. 


It is noted that the FBI has conducted an 
extensive investigation of ■■■min recent months and 
that results have been furnished to the Department of 
State and the Department of Justice.

Apy doubts which existed as to the inherently 
anti-American and procommunist character of the Castro 
movement should have been thoroughly dissipated during 
the early weeks of Castro ’ s rule. In fact, by the end; 
of January. 1959. a measurable communist influence coujld 
already be seen in the new Cuban Government, and it was 
apparent that the Castro regime had adopted a sympathetic 
attitude towards communism and that there was an vamiw- 
takable antagonism on the part of Castro and his chief 
advisers towards the United States. 

a. Aati diai States . Mm 


Even during the first month of his rule. Castro 
took little trouble to conceal his anti-Americanism and. 
in fact, frequently went out of his way to advertise hi$ 
bias. On January 15. 1959. for example, in a talk mt the 
Havana-Hilton Hotel, as reported by Associated Press, 

Castro declared that if United States Marines were sent i 
to Cuba ”200,000 Gringos will die.” On another occasion, 
replying to U. S. criticism of the numerous executions of j 
so-called Batista "war criminals," Castro reportedly said \ 
that the number of persons to be killed by his men would \ 
be in the ratio of only about one for every thousand persons 
killed by U. S. atomic bombs dropped bn Japan. During a p 
visit to Venezuela on January 24, 1959, Castro called for 
the "liberation" of Puerto Rico from United States and 
denounced the actions of "international monopolies,” an 
obvious reference to U. S. business interests. \ 


In addition, Castro lost no time ia instituting 
measures aimed at reducing U. 5. influence in Cuba. 
Shortly after seizing power, for example, he asked for 
the recall of the United States Military Mission in Cuba, 
at the same time seeking to deride the qualifications of 
our military advisers by pointing out that they had 
trained the defeated forces of Batista. Moreover, the 
revolutionary government gave early notice of its inten- 
tion to take over American properties in Cuba. On 
March 4, 1959, Castro took his first major step in this 
direction with the "intervention* of the U. S. controlled 
Cuban Telephone Company. Seizure of other U. S. proper- 
ties in Cuba followed in rapid succession. 


B. C 
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From the first, it was clear that the Cuban 
Communist Party (the Partido Social ista Popular— PSP) 
would be among the chief beneficiaries of Castro policies. 
Immediately following the downfall of Batista, the PSP, 
which had been outlawed since 1953, emerged from its under* 
ground status and was given free reign to function openly. 
The PSP newspaper "Hoy" resumed publication and other 
communist propaganda organs went back into action. A 
number of PSP leaders who had gone into exile during the 
Batista administration returned to Cuba to participate in 
the revival of overt communist activities. In fact, com- 
munist leaders from all over Latin America began to flock 
to Cuba and Havana rapidly became a haven for exiled com- 
munists throughout the Hemisphere. 


According to the best available estimates, the 
PSP numbered between 8,000 and 12,000 active members at 
the time of Batista 1 s overthrow on January 1, 1959. 

During the early months of the Castro regime, however, 
the P5F experienced a period of rapid growth and by June, 
1959, it had reached an estimated membership of 17,000, 
an increase of approximately a thousand per month during 
the first half year of Castro rale. 

More significant than mere numbers, the PSP was 
able to rapidly gain a substantial degree of influence 
both at high levels of the Cuban Government and throughout 
key sectors of Cuban society, notably in the armed forces, 
the labor movement, the field of education, and in various 
public informat ion media. We have previously noted that 
Fidel Castro's close:: advisers - his brother Emil, "Che” 
Guevara, and Canilo Cienfuegos - were reported to be 



containi st sympathizers or members even prior to the 
revolution. During the first months of Castro's rule, 
several important posts were awarded to individuals 
who had been identified as having coiaiauni st backgrounds* 

For instance, shortly after Castro took over, he named 
Armando Hurt, reportedly a former PSP member, as Minist er 
of Education. At about the same time, flHBHHHHB* 
well-known ex-communist, was chosen to head an 
executive committee which was given the task of reorganizing 
the Cuban labor movement. PSP members, former members 
and sympathizers were reliably reported to have assumed 
key positions in a variety of other fields. 

A further illustration of the headway made 
communist and procommunist elements in the early stages 
of the Castro regime cam be seen from the fact that when 
Castro visited the United States in April, 1959, his 
entourage included no less them 14 individuals who were 
tentatively identified in FBI files as individuals with 
communist backgrounds or records of sympathy with communist 
causes.

Soon after Uis triumph in Cuba, Castro and other 
revolutionary leaders made it clear that they regarded 
the Cuban Revolution as the forerunner of a great popular 
upheaval throughout the entire Latin- American area.

ti During his exil e in Mexico in 1956 Castro had become 

- acquaint ed with in c 

the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico (NPPR) , a group dedicated to achieving complete 
independence for Puerto Rico through violent means, including 
terrorism am! assassination. She reportedly stressed to 
Castro the alleged U. S. subjugation of the Puerto Rican 
people and thei r desire for complete independence. In 
February, 1939, CHHflHHHPBMHi visited Cuba at 
Castro' s invitation and for the past twenty- four months 
she andHIHHHBt another top functionary of the 
NPPR, have resided in Cuba and are in close touch with 




leaders of the Cuban Revolutionary Government. Although 
no specific evidence has been developed, it is likely that 
Castro is furnishing financial support to the NPFR. In 
any case, it is a fact that daring the past two years , 
since the advent of Castro, there has been a noticeable 
resurgence of NPPR activity and acts of violence by N-PPR 
members and other radical-minded Puerto Rican factions 
have sharply increased. 

i'rora the outset of his regime, Castro singled 
out the dictatorial governments in the Dominican Republic, 
Nicaragua and Paraguay as the next targets for revolt, 
and he openly advertised the fact that dissident groups 
opposing those Governments could expect protection and 
assistance from the new Cuban Government. Reports received 
by the FBI, as well as by other intelligence agencies, 
showed conclusively that the Cuban Government was actively 
supporting a variety of Latin-American revolutionary 
groups during the first six months of 1959, including 
Haitian, Dominican, Nicaraguan and Panamanian exile 
organizations; and expeditions against several Caribbean 
and Central American countries were being plotted and 
organized in Cuba with the active assistance and guidance 
of Cuban military advisers; and that the Cuban Government 
not only was affording training sites for these groups 
but was actually supplying them with arms and ammunition 
without cost. 


in fact, it has been established that an invasion 
of Panama in April, 1959, by a revolutionary force of one 
hundred and fifty men and a combined air and sea attack 
on the Dominican Republic by several hundred Dominican 
revolutionaries in dune, 1959, both originated in Cuba and 
both were heavily supported by the Cuban Government. 

Both of these invasion attempts were decisively crushed 
and Castro’s willingness to invest Cuban arms and money 
in support of similar revolutionary efforts has cooled 
off noticeably since that time. Nonetheless, the Castro 
regime has continued to foment trouble and opposition to 
existing governments in a number of other Latin- American 
republics. 

D. Pro-Castro Sentiment in the United States 

Over and above pro-Castro Cuban elements such 
as the July 26 Movement, there was a large and vocal 
body of support for the Castro cause in the United States, 
not only during the period preceding January, 1959, but 
even after Castro had gained power and began to attack the 
United States and to flout the promises he had made to 





institute a democratic government. During the period of 
Castro's guerrilla campaign it was relatively easy 
to picture him as an idealistic soldier of fortune 
whose struggle against heavy odds had to be adeired. Even 
after Castro seised control, excuses and rationalizations 
were found for the abuses of his regime. The wave of 
summary executions of Batista supporters was written off 
as a "temporary excess" of the revolutionary regime. 
Castro's failure to schedule elections as he had pledged 
was discounted as of no sigaif fence ia view of Castro's 
tremendous popularity. Eves Castro's un w a rr a nted attacks 
on the United States were dismissed as "campaign oratory" 
to placate the traditional "anti-Yankee" feelings of 
Cuban peasants. The extent to which this misplaced 
tolerance and sympathy for Castro had penetrated the U, S. 

S ress can be seen from an Associated Press article dated 
antiary 5, 1959, which discussed possible communist 
infiltration of the new regime. The article declared 
that there was "no point” Is Washington worrying about 
whether communist elements were involved ia the revelation. 
Continuing, the article pointed out that the United States 
"can gain nothing fay appearing as a timid giaat afraid 
to take a decisive step without cautiously feeling its 
way first, "

power. (■■■■was the author of a book entitled " Fidel 
Castro: Rebel - Liberator or Dictator?" which was 

published ia April, 1959, and which pictured Castro as a 
"sincere idealis t" devot ed to democracy . For the record, 
it is noted that MHHI has recently adopted an anti-Castro 
viewpoint and has denounced communist influence in Cuba.

On January 10, 1961, publicly 
testified before the Senate Internal Security S ubcommit tee 
concer ning this matter rad further charged thetMHB 
mam had knowledge of the Cuban Government origin of 
the 53500 and had, in fact, assisted in soliciting this 
money from Roa. the registration of the FFCC is now being 
solicited by the Department of Justice. 

Investigation has shown that ia recent months 
both the Communist Psrty, USA, rad the Socialist Workers 
Party (both cited under Executive Order 10450) have strongly 
supported the FFCC and have made determined efforts to 
infiltrate the organization rad capitalize on its appeal 
to litorals. At the present time, both of these groups 
exercise substantial influence in the FPCC. 
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V. CUBAN REFUGEE PROBLSM JJj THE UNITED STATES 

The overthrow of Batista on January 1, 1959, 
coupled with large-scale executions of so-called 
"war criminals" by the Castro regime during its first 
weeks in power, prompted the exodus from Cuba of thousands 
of persons previously connected with the Batista government. 
Many of these sought refuge in the Miami area. Moreover, 
as the dictatorial and procommunist character of the Castro 
government became increasingly clear, additional thousands 
of Cubans, including numerous former supporters of Castro, 
arrived in the Miami area in self-imposed exile. 

This stream of refugees has steadily increased 
throughout the two years of Castro rule and recent estimates 
place the number of Cubans arriving in Miami alone at 
approximately one thousand a week. The total number of 
Cuban refugees in the Miami area has now reached about 
forty thousand. Most of these refugees have no desire to 
migrate to other areas or settle elsewhere in the 
United States, since they regard their stay in Miami as 
merely temporary and plan to return to Cuba as soon as 
Castro is overthrown. In addition, a considerable number 
of Cuban refugees have no legal status in the United States 
and are under the supervision of local Immigration and 
Naturalization Service (INS) officials. 

This influx of refugees in the Miami area has, 
of course, taxed local housing and school facilities 
to the breaking point. It has placed a heavy burden on 
local welfare facilities and has created a vast reservoir 
of unemployed and needy people, many of whom arrived in 
this country in dire financial straits and most of whom are 
not eligible for relief, since they are not legal residents. 
Aside from such serious social and economic problems, 
the current refugee situation in Miami poses a distinct 
challenge from both a criminal and intelligence standpoint. 

A. Effect on Law Enforcement 

The problems for law enforcement officials which 
have arisen as a result of this great nifibber of idle and 
destitute Cuban refugees can be readily appreciated. 

In fact, Miami officials have advised that much of the 


hoodlum activity in that area can he attributed to Cuban 
refugees and that burglaries and larcenies* in particular, 
could be traced to the refugees, many of whom are in 
desperate circumstances. The Miami Police Department 
has" been placed on a 4c -hour week in an effort to cope 
with this problem. 

in addition, the bitter hostility between pro- 
and anti-Castro factions in the Cuban colony at Miami 
has created further problems for local police officials. 

In recent months Miami has been the scene of numerous 
armed clashes between various Cuban groups and police 
have frequently been required to investigate attacks and 
threats against various Cubans and to provide protection 
for the victims of such attacks and threats. Anti -Castro 
groups have, on occasion, raided and pillaged the homes 
and property of Cuban officials and alleged pro-Castro 
sympathizers, in some instances endangering innocent 
■ bystanders . / 

With the breaking of diplomatic ties between the 
United States and Cuba and the closing of the Cuban 
Consulate in Miami* this problem may be alleviated to 
some extent. However, as relations between this country 
and the Castro regime worsen, anti -Castro groups can be 
expected to become bolder in their attacks on die-hard 
Castro followers, aggravating this problem for local 
police. 

B. Security Threat 

From an internal security standpoint, it would 
be a relatively simple matter for Castro to infiltrate 
agents into tnf s; country under the guise ox refugees 
seeking to escape. It is even conceivable that the Castro 
regime could collaborate with the Soviets in utilizing this 
method of entry; for a Soviet agent. To date, we know 
of no instances where this has occurred, but we are alert 
to the possibility. 

The screening of incoming aliens from Cuba 
is, of course, a matter within the responsibility and 
Jurisdiction of the INS. Local INS Offices have been 
cooperative in /'advising us of any refugees who appear 
suspicious xfosa an intelligence viewpoint and, as a result 
Of bur own intensified investigations in the entire 
Cuban field, we have developed' numerous sources and informants 
among various Cu ban groups who would advise us of any sus- 
pected intelligence agents entering as refugees* Nonetheless, 
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any screening procedure, in order to be effective, depends 
to a large extent on good coverage and well-placed sources 
in the country of origin, namely in Cuba itself. There 
has been, of course, no cooperation between Cuban and 
United States intelligence agencies since the advent of 
Castro, and during the past two years there has been a 
progressive weakening of United States intelligence 
coverage in Cuba as relations between this country and 
Castro have deteriorated. Moreover, with the closing 
of our Embassy in Havana U. S. intelligence coverage 
in that country will be still sore drastically reduced, 

C. federal Action to Pate Regardi ng Refugees 


On No vember 9, 1960, President Eisenhower na m ed 
■■■■■■■I, a Hew York attorney who had previously 
participated in Hungarian refugee work, to look into the 
: situation. On December 2, I960, the President announced 
the allocation of $1,000,000 of Federal funds to aid 
needy Cuban refugees.

On January 25, 1961, BB who is In touch with 
Cuban anti- Castro and underground organizations In the united 
States, advised that there are about 40,000 Cubans connected 
with the underground In that country. Many of then are 
BMssbers of the Castro militia and are awaiting the time when 
a ge neral revolt occurs to desert from the Castro forces. 
BB<tadleated that about 13,000 unde rgrou nd members are In the 
City of Havana Itself, According to BH these underground 
members are prepared to act If they are given some encouragement 
In the nature of an open Invasion, However, due to the 
repressive measures being taken by the proem t Castro 
Oovernment, there Is a great amount of fear among the Cuban 
people today, and the situation Is extremely tense. It Is 
becoming more difficult for the opponents of CASTRO to 
operate, and unless help reaches them at once, the possibility 
of overthrowing CASTRO will be lost, 

BB too Is also a well-known Cuban businessman whose 
properties were taken by FIDEL CASTRO, Indicated that the 
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situation In Cuba will affect theoolltleal stability In such 
countries as Mexico and Brazil. SB feels that unless CASTRO 
Is ousted, his revolutionary Ideas will spread. He anticipates 
that the political situation In Mexico will consequently 
deteriorate. SB said he has noted a great deal of capital 
Is Seeing Mexico In view of the socialistic attitude of the 
government and the possibility that this attitude may be 
translated Into the nationalization of additional basic 
Industries.
